An indication of the importance | 


the government attaches to the 
contract was given by David E, 
Lilienthal, T. V. A. director. 

“I consider this agreement 
more valuable than any of our 
dams,” he said. “It charts the 
way to labor-management co- 
operation in the national de- 
fense program. It is worth mil- 
lions to the people of this coun- 
try.” 

Similar enthusiasm was voiced 
by Marion H. Hedges, research di- 
rector of the international broth- 
erhood of electrical workers who 
served as technical adviser to the 
T. V. A. unions and played a lead- 
ing role in the drafting of the 
agreement. 

“It is the finest contract ever en- 
tered into with any branch of the 
government, federal, state or lo- 
eal,” he declared. “It sets a high 
standard that both private employ- 
ers and other agencies of govern- 
ment would do well to follow. 

“The most significant thing 
about the document is that it 
is predicated on the recognition 
that unions have a vital con- 
tribution to make to manage- 
ment.” 

Since the T. V. A. was started 
six years ago, labor relations have 
always been on a high plane, but 
not until now has there been a 
written contract. It goes far be- 
yond customary collective bargain- 
ing pacts, union spokesmen said

“There is such a determined and 
persistent legal attack in Califor- 
nia on the right of labor to picket 
that we cannot afford to permit 
any further legal enactments which 
will throw uncertainty around the 
exercise of our legal rights.” 

This statement came today from 
N. J. Haggerty, president of the 
California State Federation of La- 
bor, as he issued a further cau- 
tion to trade unions to be on guard 
against anti-loitering ordinances. 

“In section four of the ordi- 
nance proposed by the League 
of California Cities,” Haggerty 
said, “there is a prohibition 
against entering, going upon or 
remaining upon any of the 
premises covered by the ordi- 
nance, ‘without having upon 
his person the express written 
consent’ of the owner, etc. 

There is no telling to what 

properties certain counties and 

cities will stretch the coverage 
of this ordinance.” 

He asserted that labor should in- 
sist upon the insertion of a clause 
similar to the following before 
withdrawing its objection to any 
anti-loitering ordinance: 

“Nothing in this ordinance should 
be deemed to prohibit or interfere 
with any lawful activities of a la- 
bor organization or other body of 
citizens in peacefully disseminating 
information to their own members, 
to the public, or to individuals re- 
garding the existence of a labor 
dispute or any other matter of in- 
terest to the public or to the body 
of citizens conducting such activi- 
ties.”

Radio Station 


Cuts Off AFL 
Program 


Action of Local Stations 
Vigorously Protested by 
California Labor 


The A. F. of L.’s radio program, 
the “nation’s builders,” over station 
KYA was not permitted to go on 
the air last Friday night in the 
form of its preparation, according 
to A. F. of L. officials in San Fran- 
cisco. 

“We were informed,” the A. F. of 
L. officials said, “of editorial revi- 
sion by an employe of KYA when 
our commentator arrived to pre- 
pare for the broadcast. No previous 
notification had been given us by 
KYA that our script had been re- 
vised so that we would have the 
opportunity of checking and mak- 
ing revisions of our own. 

“The revisions made by the 
employe of KYA were such 
that, in justice to our unions 
and their efforts, it would have 
been detrimental rather than 
beneficial to broadcast the pro- 
gram. The situation was fur- 
ther complicated by the em- 
ploye, who, when asked the 
reason for the revision stated 
that they were made simply 
because HE SAW FIT.” 

The action of station KYA is vig- 
orously protested by all A. F. of LL 
unions in California. Similar action 
was taken by an Oakland radio sta- 
tion a few months ago. 

Afier five years’ broadcasting on 
the Oakland station, it suddenly 
changed hands and the programs 
cut to pieces by the owners. Not 
one single complaint was regis- 
tered with the station during the 
five years of broadcasting.

Opera singers and ballet dancers 
will receive wide benefits under a 
3-year agreement, signed by the 
American guild of musical artists, 
the Metropolitan Opera Association 
and the Chicago Opera Co.

Facing the Facts 


with PHILIP PEARL 


The goblins are after John L. Lewis. He is getting awfully scared of 
the little men. There is no other way we can account for his fantastically 
secret manipulation of his puny, personal political puppet, labor’s non- 
|partisan league. 

The day after Eli Oliver resigned as director of the league, Lewis or- 
|dered all the locks changed in the league’s suite of twelve rooms in the 
| Earle building at Washington. We haven’t been snooping around there

|SECRET SOCIETY 
Thus, in approved communist conspiratorial fashion, Mr. Lewis is pro- 
ceeding to make the league a secret society composed of a lot of “Yes” 
|men., The word “No” is verboten in Soviet Russia, in Nazi Germany, in 
| Fascist Italy, in the communist party in this country and in labor’s non- 
partisan league or in any other organization dominated by Lewis. 

All this secret, high-handed stuff is rapidly getting Lewis the gate. He 
}all but admitted it the other day in his speech before the CIO auto work- 
| ers’ convention. He said: 

“Tf the day should come, as it well may, when your support is with- 
jheld from me, I shall accept your judgment and no longer annoy you 
| with my counsels or advice.” 

Mr. Lewis, that day has come. You predicted that President Roosevelt, 
if he ran for a third term, would go down to “ignominious defeat.” The 
jauto workers, a few days after your speech, enthusiastically endorsed 
Roosevelt for a third term.

DAVID DUBINSKY 


David Dubinsky, president of the 


international ladies’ garment work- 
ers’ union, is the outstanding labor 
leader in the needle trades. He has 
won definite results for the work- 
ers in the ladies’ garment industry. 
Under his leadership he has built 
one of the strongest and most pow- 
erful unions in the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

After an apprenticeship of three 
years David Dubinsky, at the age 
of 14, became a master baker in his 
father’s bakery where he learned 
the first principles of trade union- 
ist. It was not long before he be- 
came interested in the 
movement, 

In 1911, Mr. Dubinsky learned the 
cloak cutting trade and joined Lo- 
cal No. 10 of the international la- 
garment workers’ union in 
New York city. He was one of the 
active workers in the union

jand his ability was quickly recog- 


nized. In 1918 he became an execu- 
tive member of his local and in 
1921 was elected manager-secretary 
of the cutters’ union. 

The managership of Local No. 10 
to the wider and more responsible 
activities of the administration was 
just a short step for David Dubin- 
sky. In 1922 he was elected vice 
president of the international la- 
dies’ garment workers’ union and 
was reelected four times to the 
general executive board. In 1929 he 
became the unanimous choice of 
the Cleveland convention for the 
post of general secretary-treasurer 
of the I. L. G. W. U. Owing to the 
ill health of President Schlesinger, 
Mr. Dubinsky frequently acted as 
president and for many months 
worked incessantly both as presi- 
dent and as secretary-treasurer of 
his organization. In fact, during the 
spring and summer of 1929, while 
acting president, he carried the 
brunt of the strike and later was 
successful in the settlement nego- 
tiations. He was elected to the 
presidency in 1932, which position 
he now holds. 

President Dubinsky became a 
member of the executive council of 
the American Federation of Labor 
in 1934 and was elected vice presi- 
dent of the federation at the San

“Fake” Employes’ 
Association Unsuccessful in 
Stopping Agreement 


After eight months of nego- 
tiations, the A. F. of L. Fresno 
building trades unions gained 
a signal victory last week when 
contractors on the $15,000,000 


Friant dam agreed to sign a| 
closed shop contract covering ap- 
proximately one thousand men em- 


ployed on the project. 

Terms of the contract between 
the unions and the two contractors, 
the Griffith company and the Burt 
company, both of Los Angeles, in- 
clude wage boosts for many classi- 


fications of construction workers, 
the eight-hour five-day week, dou- 
ble time for overtime, and the stip- 
ulation that all work by sub-con- 
tractors must be performed under 
closed shop conditions. It runs for 
the life of the job. 

Attorney Represented 

“Company Union” 

Last minute efforts by a Fresno 
attorney, John W. Guerrard, to 
thwart the agreement in the name 
of a mysterious Friant Dam Em- 
ployes’ Association, Inc., purporting 
to represent the unskilled workers 
on the dam, were unsuccessful. At- 
torneys for the California State 
Federation of Labor, assisting the 
Fresno County Building and Con- 
struction Trades Council in draft- 
ing the contract, pointed out that 
there was no evidence to indicate 
that Guerrard represented any of 
the workers on the dam, that his 
Friant Dam Employes’ Association, 
Inc., had all the earmarks of a 
company union, and that Guerrard 
appeared to be more interested in 
preventing protection of the work- 
ers by a union contract than in im- 
proving their condition, 

Contract to Be Signed Soon 

The contract will be formally 
signed by the contractors, the in- 
ternational unions involved, the lo- 
cal unions and the Fresno County 
Building and Construction Trades 
Council within the next few days 
as soon as sufficient mimeographed 
copies are prepared to cover 
signatories. 


CHAIN STORE REBUKED

That Labor Gains Must Be Scrapped 


American labor can learn vital 
lessons from the war-time experi- 
ences of French and British work- 
ers, according to the new August 
issue of the Amerian Federationist, 
official organ of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 


Exploding the myth that Amer- 
ican labor standards must be 
junked as an obstacle to defense 
preparations, the leading article in 
the magazine declares there is no 
parallel between legislation safe- 
guarding working standards in this 
country and the labor laws which 
some writers say were partly re- 
sponsible for the defeat of France. 
The French laws were rigid and 
arbitrary whereas the wage-hour 
act in the United States is flexible 
and does not prevent longer hours 
than the maximums, providing 
overtime is paid. Moreover, longer 
hours sap efficiency, the article 
says, quoting a general order of 
the United States army issued dur- 
ing the last world war showing 
that the output of workers on a 
ten-hour day “will be the same, or 
even less, than it was during the 


shorter (eight-hour), day.” 
Another article by Robert J. 
Watt, international representative 


of the American Federation of La- 
bor, points out that democracy has

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Green Against Draft Unless 
President Shows Necessity 


President William Green announced that the American Federation of 
Labor opposes the Burke-Wadsworth bill, providing for compulsory 
military service. 

If this nation is threatened witn invasion, Mr. Green said, it is the 
duty of our government “to formulate a plan designed to mobilize ade- 
quate man-power for national defense and, through the president, make 
known to congress and the country the man-power need of the nation. 

Under such circumstances, Mr. Green declared, American labor will 
“support the organization and creation of an army large and strong 
enough to meet national requirements.” 

As the first step, Mr. Green suggested that voluntary enlistment be 
given a full trial and an effort made in this “American way” to build up 
an army of 1,500,000 men. 

But, if it becomes apparent that compulsory military service is neces- 
sary, Mr. Green cautioned, such legislation should embody within it pro- 
visions which would adequately protect the economic and industrial 
status of working men and women. 


The text of Mr. Green’s statement follows: 


“Developments which have taken place in the war situation in Europe 
have served to arouse feelings of apprehension among all classes of 
people and a consciousness of the need of the formation of a construc- 
tive, practical national defense policy. This state of mind is reflected in 
the action which congress took when it appropriated large sums of 
money for the construction of naval vessels, airplanes, tanks and war 
materials. While public opinion showed its opposition to the involvement 
of our nation in the European conflict it responded most favorably to 
the need for home defense and adequate preparation against any at- 
tempt of invasion by an aggressor nation. 


“The American Federation of Labor has co-operated and will continue 
to co-operate with the federal government in the formation and execu- 
tion of its preparedness plans. We have expounded a philosophy which 
proclaims that loyalty to labor unions presupposes loyalty to our govern- 
ment. This is both primary and basic. Labor, as represented by the 
American Federation of Labor, will stand immovable in its defense of 
our government, of our democratic institutions and of the blessings of 
liberty, freedom and justice, provided for in the declaration of inde- 
pendence and the constitution of the United States. 


“In pledging universal support the men and women of labor accept the 
assurance of our government that social, industrial and economic stand- 
ards set up and recognized by the government will be maintained and, 
in turn, they assume, in full measure, their responsibility for service of 
the highest order both in industry and for the nation. 

“The full use of our material resources and the construction of naval 
vessels, airplanes, tanks, guns and war material is but a part of national 
preparedness. Full realization of any goal set for the production of mate- 
rial to be used in the creation of an adequate national defense would 
avail nothing unless such achievement would be supplemented by the 
creation of an army large enough and strong enough to man our de- 
fenses and to resist successfully any attempt by any enemy, no matter 
how large or powerful it might be, to set foot upon our homeland. We 
are firmly of the opinion that our government should formulate a plan 
designed to mobilize adequate man-power for national defense and 
through the president make known to congress and the country the 
man-power need of the nation. Under such circumstances, it is my opin- 
ion American labor will support the organization and creation of an

army large and strong enough to meet national requirements. 

“We do not regard the Burke-Wadsworth bill, which provides for com- 
pulsory military service, as a well-planned measure. We cannot, there- 
fore, give it our approval and support. 

“If it becomes apparent that legislation providing for compulsory 
military service is necessary such legislation should embody provisions 
which would adequately protect the economic and industrial status of 
working men and women. The following stipulations and safeguards 
should be incorporated therein: 

“First of all, working men and women whose services may be given 
to our country should be assured that they will not be called upon indi- 
vidually or collectively to engage in a foreign war or to be sent abroad 
to become involved in foreign wars. An absolute guarantee should be 
accorded them that their services would be used only for home defense, 
for the protection of the western hemisphere, our homes, our homeland 
and our governmental institutions. 

“Secondly, the positions of workers must be protected. They should be 
guaranteed a return to the positions they occupy after they have served 
the time required for military training as may be required by law. 

“Thirdly, the compensation allowed, while engaged in military train- | 
ing, should be sufficient to provide for the maintenance of a standard of 
living approximating that already established for those dependent upon 
them. 

“Fourthly, the cost of transportation incurred by those who are a part 
of the army and navy, from their homes to the places where their serv- 
ices are utilized, should be borne by the government. This should include 
all industrial workers, skilled, semi-skilled and unskilled, who are called 
upon to serve in war-manufacturing industries remotely located from 
their homes and home communities. 

“The American Federation of Labor will give support to compulsory 
military training service legislation when such action becomes necessary 
in order to defend, protect and preserve America. However, in providing 
an adequate army for defensive purposes the American way should be 
followed first. A voluntary enlistment program should be launched by 
the government designed to create an army of one million and a half 
men. This would be putting voluntary action before compulsion. Amer- 
ican labor would respond to such a program whole-heartedly and en- 
thusiastically.”

AFL Auto Workers Ratify 


‘General Motors’ Pact: Win 


Better Conditions Than CIO 


After unanimous approval by all 


General Motors locals, the new GM 
contract was signed by UAW-AFL 
officials. The new contract con- 
tains a number of distinct im- 
provements over the old contract 
and over the new CIO contract. 

The corporation had offered to 
the UAW-AFL the identical con- 
tract that was accepted by the CIO 
and which was termed by them 
“the greatest advance in the his- 
tory of automobile unionism,” but 
the UAW-AFL representatives did 
not feel this was the best that could 
be obtained. So they rejected the 
CIO contract and continued nego- 
tiations to obtain improvements. 
They were successful. 

The UAW-AFL obtained all of 
the economic demands the CIO was 
able to get such as the increase in

average wage level 11% 
hour and the vacation with pay 
provision. The improvements inthe 
UAW-AFL contract are chiefly in 
the grievance procedure, the clause

Over 24,000 skilled and semi-skilled 
men will be added to the govern- 
ment’s six arsenals, Stimson said.

In the UAW-AFL 
grievance procedure is shortened 
and simplified. The time allowed 
for final disposition of grievances 
appealed from the plant manage- 
ment has been cut to 10 days. The 
CIO allowed 15 days. The grievance 
procedure was shortened by seven 
more days by cutting out the pro- 
vision in the procedure which 
makes handling of grievances by 
the regional director a separate 
step. In the UAW-AFL contract the 
regional director may participate 
in an appeal case but his doing so 
does not involve lengthening the

| time taken for settlement of griev- 
;}ances by a full week or more as is 
|the case in the CIO contract. 


Another distinct improvement in 
the UAW-AFL contract is that no 
restrictions are placed on the im- 
partial umpire. Any type of griev- 
ance may be appealed to the um- 
pire, while in the CIO contract no 
grievance involving wages or speed- 
up may be appealea, 

In the clause on wage payment 
plans the UAW-AFL contract pro- 
vides that the company must figure 
its production costs based on nor- 
mal operations in determining the 
hourly wage scale when a plant is 
changed over from a piece-work or 
other “incentive” wage system. 
This means that the company can- 
not take either the beginning or 
the end of a production season as 
the period it uses to determine 
what the production costs are in a 
plant that is to be changed over to 
hourly rate. The CIO contract con- 


tains no such protection.
